We  Were  600  mile*  from  one 
of  the  greatest  stories  In  the 
world,  and  couldn't  get  there 
and  couldn't  get  anyone  inter- 
ested In  our  getting  there.  The 
world  looked  dark  Indeed 

And  then  the  Russian*  put  up 
that  defense  at  Moscow's  gates. 
German  patrols  were  actually 
14  miles  from  the  city  at  one 
IpolnL 

Marshal  Georgl  Zhukov  flung 
the  Germane  back  frdm  Mos- 
cow and  our  hick  changed,  too. 
We  were  hurried  up  to  Moscow. 
I eay  hurried— it  took  six  days 
by  train. 

In  due  course.  I Was  able  to 
•eke  up  residence  at  the  Metro- 
pole  Hotel.  Ah.  Mother  Metro- 


pole.  And  Mother  Metropolis 
great  dining  room  - now  used 
for  an  occasional  dance  where 
I first  met  Tamara,  the  brown- 
eyed  Russian  girl  who  waa  to 
become  my  wife. 

She  was  a dancer  In  the 
Moscow  Ballet,  and  we  were 
married  in  1943. 

Just  after  .the  war.  hi  the 
summer  of  1946,  Tamara  and  I 
visited  the  United  Staten.  We 
returned  to  Moscow  after  a 
threemonth  vacation,  fairly 
sure  that  If  we  got  out  once 
we'd  get  out  again. 

It  waa  In  September.  1946. 
that  we  went  hack.  Then  the 
roof  began  to  fall  In.  Tt  waa 
about  the  time  of  the  Truman 
Doctrine  and  the  Marshall  Plan. 

Tbe  Ruffian  government 


ruled  that  Russian  glrla  who 
had  married  foreigners  — and 
then*  were  many  others-could 
not  leave  the  country.  A*  an 
American  ritlzen.  I could  leave 
any  time,  but  not  with  my  wife 
and  two  glrla. 

I stuck  with  them,  end  Tamara 
stuck  with  roe  hi  tlmea  when 
R was  anything  but  pleasant  to 
be  the  Russian  wife  of  an 
American  In  Moscow. 

The  censorship  became  rigid 
I once  tried  to  write  a etory 
about  Russian  dlahea.  Half  of 
It  waa  killed.  In  a museum  I 
found  a copy  of  one  of  Stalin's 
schoolboy  report  tarda.  Like 
many  other  youths  Im  wasn’t 
too  hot  In  Greek  and  arithmetic 
I wrote  about  that.  The  eanaar 
killed  It.

RIGHT  THROUGH — YATES 
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Yearning  For  Beauty

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There  Are  Reasons  Aplenty 


ONE  expects  a certain  degree  of  exag- 
geration in  election  campaigning,  that 
is  part  and  parcel  of  the  prevailing  atmo- 
sphere at  such  times,  but  any  suggestion 
t hat  the  change  in  government  sought  by 
the  Progressive  Conservatives  means  a 
return  to  the  depression  of  the  'MOs  i* 
not  worth  consideration.  For  one  thing 
not  pven  the  Conservatives,  nor  *he  Lib- 
erals either  for  that  matter,  can  turn  the 
clock  back. 

This  is  1953  not  1930.  'rhe  world  today 
Is  a vastly  different  place,  economically 
as  well  as  every  other  way,  and  every 
government  must  operate  within  the  com- 
pass of  events  beyond  its  own  competence 
but  w'hich  impinge  on  it.  The  Liberal 
government  does  not  go  it  alone:  it  per- 
force must  fit  its  policies  into  its  relation- 
ship with  the  rest  of  the  world.  The 
same  situation  existed  in  1930  wrhen  the 
last  Conservative  government  took  office. 


There  is  reason  for  believing  that  the 
late  Mackenzie  King  was  not  ill  pleased 
when  his  administration  was  defeated  at 
the  1930  election.  He  was  thus  spared 
the  task  of  coping  with  the  world- widr 
recession  which  began  the  year  before  and 
which  was  then  beginning  to  present 
Canada  with  grave  and  difficult  problems. 
The  Conservative  party  fell  heir  to  these 
immease  burdeas,  hut  to  associate  it  with 
the  depression  ’30s  as  though  It  had 
created  them  Is  palpably  playing  politics 
for  politics  sake. 

There  are  reasons  aplenty  why  a 
change  in  government  is  a desirable  aim. 
The  Liberal  party  has  been  too  long  in 
power  and  suffers  the  usual  penalties  that 
go  with  extended  tenure  of  office.  These 
can  be  listed  as  complacency,  arrogance 
and  extravagance,  not  to  speak  ot  the 
cavalier  manner  in  which  it  treats  oarlia- 
ment  or  the  superiority  complex  that  now 
afflicts  it. 


Drowsiness  at  the  Wheel 


AT  some  time  or  another  almost  every 
motorist  who  drives  for  several  hours 
at  a stretch  has  had  the  unpleasant  ex- 
perience of  cornmg-to  with  a start,  U 
realize  that  he  was  within  a split  second 
of  falling  asleep.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
easily  recognized  hut  too  often  ignored 
symptoms  of  that  insidious  fatigue  which 
is  apt  to  overtake  motorists  on  any  long 
journey,  especially  in  summer  when  there 
is  a tendency  to  over-tax  physical  and 
mental  endurance. 

There  are  other  and  sometimes  less 
obvious  danger  signals,  such  as  momen- 
tary double-vision,  wool-gathering,  or  a 
pleasant  but  actually  perilous  filing  of 
lassitude.  When  a driver  tries  to  over- 
come this  drowsiness  by  a vigorous  shake 
of  the  head,  that  is  a sure  sign  »hat  he  is 
unfit  to  continue  driving  without  taking  a 
rest.  Yet  many  believe  themselves  to  be 
competent  to  go  on  driving  long  after  the 
danger  point  of  fatigue  has  been  passed. 
It  is  fatally  easy  to  reach  the  nodding 
point;  and  one  momentary  blackout  can 
bring  tragedy. 


It  is  a grave  mistake  to  try  to  fight 
drowsiness  or  a craving  for  sleep,  for 
once  the  nodding  stage  is  reached  the 
hazard  is  beyond  casual  remedies.  Pre- 
cautions against  that  state  of  weariness, 
which  ran  masquerade  under  a feeling  of 
comfort,  must  begin  while  the  driver  Is 
fully  awake.  Fatigue  is  a significant 
factor  in  a large  percentage  of  accidents, 
and  to  combat  it  the  United  States  Army 
has  produced  a simple  formula  which  runs 
as  follows: 

Breathe  deeply:  keep  the  car  windows 
open  (drowsiness  may  lie  a symptom  of 
carbon  monoxide  poisoning  due  to  faulty 
ventilation). 

Drink  coffee  or  tea  every  two  hours. 

If  drowsiness  sets  in.  stop  and  exercise. 

If  possible,  stop  and  change  drivers 
every  two  hours. 

This  is  good  advice  for  all  motorists  in 
holiday-time.  The  effects  of  driving  a 
fpw  miles  to  and  from  the  office  daily 
at  a speed  of  25  or  ,30  miles  an  hour  are 
not  comparable  to  those  of  a journey  of 
several  hundred  miles  at  50  miles  an  hour 
or  more. 


When  Day  Is  Done  . . . 


IN  northern  latitudes  twilight  is  often 
4 the  most  beautiful  part  of  the  day.  It 
is  then  one  may  watch  for  a moment  as 
the  rim  of  the  earth  rolls  up  to  engulf  the 
setting  sun.  For  a few  seconds  the  giant 
pulse  of  this  planet  is  almost  vlsih'r:  its 
ordered,  never-failing  movement  can  he 
checked  against  the  reddened  disc  of  the 
sun.  The  western  hills  are  lined  In  n 
saffron  glow.  Evening  clouds  edge  their 
points  with  ruby  fire.  An  opalescent  sheen 
pervades  the  air  as  twilight  begins  its 
hour  of  quiet  calm.  On  Vancouver  Island 
it  is  a picture  that  lingers  in  the  mind. 

Whatever  the  day’s  fever,  at  twilight 
the  land  seems  hushed  in  repose.  The 
vesper  sparrow  hunts  silently  under  the 
hedgerow.  A late  robin  carols,  from  the 
top  of  the  tallest  tree,  its  muted  adieu  to 
the  sun.  A dog's  hark  will  carry  ror  a 
mile  on  the  still  air.  Black  in  silhouette 
against  the  reddened  sky.  gulls  sail  on 
their  way  to  the  roosting  rocks.  Still 


turning  the  rim  of  the  earth,  almost  im- 
poreepiihly,  rolls  day  into  night  Thoughts, 
like  birds,  turn  homeward  at  the  end  of 
the  day.  Something  of  the  grand  pagean- 
try in  the  sky  affects  most  human  Mngv 
•they,  too.  mellow  in  the  evening  light  as 
night  brings  its  promise  of  rest. 

For  mankind  it  is  among  the  oldest 
shows  on  earth,  when  day  meets  night. 
The  lingering  twilight  catches  every 
vagrant  tint  and  color  from  the  darkening 
land,  lifts  them  high  into  the  sky,  and 
then  shephprds  the  last  light  homeward 
in  the  west.  The  evening  clouds  on  their 
sundown  flight  are  scene  »shir(ing;  from 
gold  to  scarlet,  from  purple  to  grey, 
through  almost  every  color  of  the  rain- 
bow. The  first  faint  stars  overlap  the 
last  fading  daylight,  multiply  in  their 
myriads  and  take  up  their  watch  like  sen- 
tinels in  the  night.  Sundown,  twilight, 
the  last  hour,  call  it  what  one  will,  there 
is  magic  in  it  for  all  who  pause  to  watch 
.the  changing  of  the  guard.

Are  I hey  not?  Is  It  thus  inferred 
that  members  of  the  last  parliament 
look  no  heed  of  God  and  were  not 
deemed  honest?

Ihat  the  national  government 
of  Canada  Is  full  of  corruption  and 
wickedness.  It  may  be  and  doubtless 
is  fallible  but  it  is  not  evil,  and  in  my 
opinion  any  auch  suggestion  is  Itself 
un-Christian. 


I HAVE  been  reading  the  essays  of 
Edmund  Wilson,  written  in  the 
'twenties  and  'thirties  and  happily  re- 
published as  “'rite  Shores  of  Light.” 
Mr.  Wilson  1*  one  of  America's  best

Dos  Bassos  was 
then  Involved  In  what  his  critic  called 
the  '‘mirage’’  of  the  class-conscious 
proletariat,  and  Eliot  then,  as  now,  in 
"an  aristocratic  myth."  including 
"classicism,  royal- 
ism, and  Anglo- 
Catholicism." 

.Wilson  com- 
ments: "It  Is  as 
hard  to  imagine 
Royalty  and  the 
Church  becoming 
more  Instead  of 
less  important  In 
England  as  It  I* 
to  Imagine  Amerl- 
I can  employees  be- 
coming less  In- 
stead of  more  middle  class.” 


Wilson'*  view  was  once  mine,  but 
we  were  both  wrong  What  has  de- 
veloped in  England  Is  the  rise  of  a 
class-conscious  proletariat  simultane- 
ously with  the  renascence  of  Royalty. 

Most  of  the  June  issue  of  the 
British  ’Twentieth  Century"  was  de- 
voted to  analyzing  the  phenomenon 
that  the  prestige  of  Royalty  Is  at  an 
all-time  high.  A Laborlte.  J.  G. 
Welghtman.  who  acknowledged  that 
as  a youth  he  was  strongly  republi- 
can. confesses  change  of  mind: 

The  British  monarchy  has  be- 
come a valuable  institution  because 
the  monarch  I*  now  a pure  symbol 
whose  function  it  Is  to  represent  the

whole  of  a collectivity  with  which  the 
politicians  have  lo  deal." 

This  Is  what  could  not  be  imagined 
—that  an  institution  wholly  without 
power  could,  as  a result,  grow  in 
prestige,  along  with  the  rise  of  the 
working  class.  In  a time  when  every- 
one has  seeji  horrible  abuses  of 
power.

During  the  first  half  of  this  cen- 
tury monarchy  suffered  an  eclipse 
unparalleled  in  history.  What  had 
been  for  500  years  the  normal  basis 
of  statehood  in  Europe  and  Asia  fell 
to  republics,  even  without  political 
convulsions— which  came  later.  Mon- 
arch* meekly  surrendered  before  the 
first  show  of  discontent. 

The  renascence  of  the  British  mon- 
arch is  thus  most  astonishing  But  It 
i*  a fact.  The  nation-wide  absorption 
of  the  British  people  In  the  Corona- 
tion: the  spectacle  of  hundreds  nf 
thousands  of  men.  women,  and  child- 
ren. sitting  or  standing  from  earliest 
dawn  In  a cold  drizzle  only  to  catch  a 
glimpse  nf  a young  woman  in  an 
ancient  coach,  **<1  to  shout  "God  save 
the  Queen!”  Is  a fact — as  it  is  a fact 
that  God  and  Queen  are  intimately 
related  In  tbe  mystical  ritual  of  coro- 
nation. 

Stranger,  from  the  viewpoint  of 
the  ’twenties,  was  the  way  other 
peoples  were  caught  i p In  the  British 
enthusiasm,  even  expressing  wistful 
envy  that  in  one  place  was  a force 
that  could  call  forth  such  unani- 
mously thunderous  affirmation.

On  Seeing  Red 

(FYo*g  The  Calgary  Albertan) 


Saskatchewan  has  ju*t  issued 
some  new  game  regulations,  most 
of  which  are  quite  sensible  and  pro- 
gressive. For  instance,  big-game  hunt- 
ing will  be  forhidden  in  the  twilight 
hours,  when  It's  not  light  enough  to 
get  a good  sight  on  the  animal.  And 
It  will  he  an  offense  to  leave  edible 
parts  of  the  animal  In  Ihe  field  lo 
rot. 

But  one  other  section  Is  bull!  on  a 
fallacy.  The  fallary  Is  that  a hunter 
should  wear  distinctive  clothing,  and 
the  new  regulation  Is  an  extension  of 
this.  Antelope  hunters  must  he 
clothed  completely  In  red.  For  other 
game  It  must  be  red  or  white. 

In  practice  this  ic  nol  the  protec- 
tion it  should  be.  The  theory  Is  good 
but  It  doesn't  make  due  allowance 
for  IhY  human  element.  The  large 
number  of  accidental- shootings  testi- 
fies to  this. 

The  idea  Ls  that  a man  with  a gun 
Is  not  supposed  to  shoot  at  something 
red  or  white.  But  all  too  often  he 


adds  his  own  corollary!  It's  *11  right 
to  shoot  at  something  ihat  Isn't  red  or 
white.  He  sees  movement  and  shoots. 
Whether  It's  a cow  or  n deer  or  a 
trapper  or  a hunter  who  forgot  the 
red  jacket,  he  doesn’t  know  until  he 
Investigates. 

No  hunter  should  discharge  his 
gun  until  he  sees  the  animal  clearly 
and  definitely  and  knows  exactly 
w'hat  it  Is  and  can  draw  a bead  on 
one  of  Its  vital  parts.  All  that  should 
be  his  responsibility.  There  should  he 
absolutely  no  excuse  for  arclderttally 
shooting  a person,  whether  the  victim 
is  dressed  In  red  or  not.  Anyone  who 
will  shoot  without  definite  knowledge 
nf  what  he  Is  shooting  at  should  not 
be  permitted  to  carry  a gun. 

That's  the  point  that  must  be 
driven  home  to  hunters.  Provincial 
game  authorities  must  get  Ihat  idea 
arrosa.  The  red  clothing  regulation 
alone  will  not  do  It.  and.  aa  we  said. 
It  tends  to  do  ihe  reverse. 


The  circular  concedes  that  an  alli- 
ance between  a church  organization 
and  the  Social  Credit  government  is 
undesirable,  but  It  Invite*  all  pastor* 
to  promote  political  Interest  among 
their  lay  members,  outside  of  pulpits, 
and  calls  on  all  Christians  to  form 
Social  Credit  groups.  These  groups 
will  choose  delegates  and  “In  turn 
the  delegates  go  to  the  nominating 
ronstit uency  meeting,  where  a quali- 
fied godly  man  can  be  nominated 
where  even  a minority  of  Christiana 
are  present  as  delegates." 

One  reason  for  this  Is:  'The  goAly 
candidate  has  the  qualifications  for 
a true  Social  Credlter  and  has  a poise 
and  presentation  In  his  speech  that 
the  sinner  cannot  Imitate." 

There  la  a ring  of  fervor  about 
such  a belief  but  the  sentiment  la 
fallacious.  Many  a socwlled  sinner 
has  all  the  polar  and  preaentatlon  In 
Ihe  world,  and  right  here  In  Victoria 
there  are  saintly  men  who  unfortun- 
ately lack  the  personality  that  arresla 
public  attention. 

Further:  "The  four  (Social  Credit) 
members  for  the  Victoria  and  Saanich 
ridings  are  all  Christiana."  I would

VANCOUVER  (CP)  William 
Manson.  86,  former  provincial 
cabinet  minister  and  onetime 
mayor  of  Nanaimo  and  Prince 
Rupert,  died  In  hospital  here 
Friday  after  a short  illness. 

; He  was  provincial  secretary  In 
the  McBride  government  from 
1906-1907  and  later  was  minister 
of  agriculture  in  the  Bowser 

Born  in  the  Shetland  Islands, 
Mr.  Manson  came  to  B C.  in  1888 
and  settled  at  Comox.  He  mar- 
ried the  former  Sara  L.  Rennett 
of  Colorado  at  Nanaimo  in  1893. 

He  was  mayor  of  Nanaimo 
from  1901  to  1901  He  entered 
the  provincial  legislature  tn 
1905.  representing  Albernl.  Sir 
Richard  McBride  named  him 
provincial  secretary  In  1906  and 
he  held  the  post  until  the  gpvern- 
menl  was  defeated  In  the  general 
election  of  1907.

After  on»’  of  the  greatest  mass  butcherle- 
of  all  time,  only  bones  were  left  -Uttering  the 
western  plains.  Later,  even  the  bones  were 
packed  away  and  sold.  The  vasr  herds,  which 
seemed  inexhaustible,  had  vanished  like  a 
dream, 

Much  had  been  written  about  the  buffalo, 
but  tire  records  were  scattered.  Incomplete 
and,  m many  cases,  riddled  with  errors.  Who 
would  sift,  mend  and  co-ordinate  the  infor- 
mation? 

HISTORY  RECORDED 

The  huge  task  of  writing  the  first  complete 
and  critical  modern  book  about  the  buffalo 
might  nave  been  handled  by  a trained  zoolo- 
gist or  by  a frontiersman  who  had  lived  lit 
the  buffalo's  heydey. 

Ins;  cad.  it  was  done,  by  a dry.  long  jawed 
locomotive  engineer  from  Yorkshire  seem 
ingh  the  unllkellest  man  In  world  to  write  a 
book  about  the  buffalo.  Frank  Gilbert  Rut- 
had  left  school  and  gone  to  work  at  the  age  ot 
11;  homesteaded  for  15  years  In  Alberta; 
then  entered  the  service  of  the  Grank  Trunk 
(liter  Canadian  National)  Railway.  In  which 
he  remained  for  the  rest  of  his  working  life 

His  buffalo  research  and  writing  was  done 
in  spare  time  over  a period  of  17  years.  Only 
once  in  that  time  did  he  see  a herd  of  semi- 
wild  buffalo,  and  then  at  a distance  of  three 
miles.  He  saw  single  specimens  in  zoos  on 
several  occasions. 

For  him,  research  consisted  partly  of  talk- 
ing to  men  who  had  seen  the  bountiful  clays 
of  the  buffalo,  and  partly  of  combing  through 
written  references  to  the  buffalo  from  the 
earliest  timCs 

When  Frank  Roe  wrote  a book  about  t‘ic 
buffalo,  it  was  almost  as  If  a blind  man  had 
written  a book  about  the  stars.  With  no 
formal  education,  no  training  In  zoology,  no 
direct  experience  w-ith  his  subject  he  pr.»- 
duced  a learned  volume  of  nearly  1.000  page

NE  of  the  toughest  living 
hings  is  the  fat  baobab 
tree  of  South  Africa,  a tree  that 
may  keep  on  growing  even 
after  it  Is  chopped  dow-n. 

Tire  baobab  puts  out  deep 
roots  but  has  short,  stubby 
branches.  These  branches  are 
bare  of  leaves  most  of  the  year 
and  look  like  roots  when  the 
tree  grows  inland  In  dry  part* 
of  the  continent,  thus  giving 
rise  to  the  native  legend,  that 
an  angry  devil  planted  the  bao- 
babs upside  down. 

timber  useless 

Timber  from  baobabs  is  so 
pulpy  and  soft  it  is  all  but  use- 
less. But  from  the  bark  can  be 
made  strong,  coarse  cord  and 
fabrics.  African  tribesmen 
strip  the  bark  as  high  as  they 
ran  reach,  frequently  girdling 
the  tree. 

Any  ordinary  tree  would  die 
of  total  girdling.  Not  the  bao 
bab.  It  just  grows  new  bark., 
oyer  as  much  as  100  feet  of  i 
girth. 


It  also  easily  survives  fire 
and  hollowing.  Natives  carve 
chambers  In  the  great  trunks, 
using  them  for  storing  water, 
for  dwellings  and  even  for 
temporary  tomb*  pending  later 
ceremonial  burial. 

The  noted  missionary  and  ex- 
plorer. Dr.  David  Livingstone, 
told  of  a baobab  that  grew  an 
inch  even  though  It  had  been 
chopped  down  and  was  lying  on 
Ihe  ground.  He  vald  the  normal' 
rate  of  tree  growth  was  small. 
One  100  feet  In  circumference.! 
he  reported,  probably  would  be 
14  centuries  old. 

BOMB-SHAPED 

Baobab  fruit,  calk-d  k.  boo->  u, 
comes  In  a hard,  felt  jacketed 
pod  shaped  something  like  an 
airplane  bomb.  When  it  fails 
to  the  ground  it  bursts,  thus 
scattering  the  seeds.  Tribes- 
men make  gruel  of  seeds  and 
the  acid-tasting  pulp.
